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Mr, JOSEPH EHRLICKER, Commander of- Louisiana V^lng, 
Civil Air Patrol (CAP) advised that he was unable to find a 
CAP applicatlonn identifiable with LRE H. OSV/ALD; however^ he 
did locat-' a record reflecting that OSWALD »as enrolled as a 
CAP cadet on July 27, 1955, at which time he was given Serial 
. Number 084965. EHRLICKER stated that OSWALD was enrolled in 
the cadet squadron at Molsant Field in New. Orleans. The file 
did not reflect OSWALD'S termination' date, but EHRLipKER noted - 
that hls term would have expired on December 31,.19j^j if not 
renewed. . '■ ’ 

EHRLICKER noted that records ordinarily were not kept 
beyond four years past termination. In accordance ^th this 
policy older records pertaining to been 

destroyed. EHRLICKER was able to <3eTermTnc 'cha'c FE.^IE ' s first 
period as Squadron Commander was terminated December 31^ 1954. ■ 
He was working at Molsant Airport at this time. It was later 
found out that PERRIE subsequent to' this date was working with 
the squadron at Molsant without official connection with the 
CA-P. As of late 1955 he was no longer with the squadron. In 
late I95Q FERRIE again became officially connected with the CAP 
and he was terminated on December 31j i960. Subsequent to this 
date PERRIE set up a- "spurious" CAP squadron with no connection 
with, or recognition by, the CAP. EHRLICKER stated that a 
voluminous file was available pertaining to PERRIE 's most recent 
CAP employment.
